Russia Faces 
Another Rebuff 
in UN Meet 


Lake Success, Aug. 8 — (fP) — 


Russia faced another United Na- 
tions rebuff on Korean today, but 
she was expected to strike back 
with her 44th veto. 


Delegates were generally agreed 


on this as they prepared to open 
the second week of the 
Korean 


diplomatic battle at a session this 
afternoon of the 11-nation security 
council. 


Whether the council would vote 


today or later in the week 
re- 


mained to be seen. If Russia fol- 
lowed last week's 
pattern, how- 


ever, a lot more procedural wran- 
gling appeared to be in prospect. 


The delegates had before them 


two proposals, one offered by the 
United States and one by the So- 
viets. When the council adjourned 
Friday for the weekend, it already 
had' become clear that a majority 
ypte would kill .the .Soviet.resolu- 
tion and a .Russian veto was'wait- 
ing for the U.S. proposal. 


The actual conduct of the mili- 


tary 
campaign in 
Korea, how- 


ever, will not be affected by the 
council stalemate. 


The Soviet 
proposal 
provides: 


(1) that the council invite 
Red 


China and Red Korea 
to take 


part in U. N. Korean discussions 
and (2) that the council call for 
an immediate end of hostilities in 
Korea and order the withdrawal 
of United States and other foreign 
troops. 


The U.S. proposal 
condemns 


North 
Korea 
for 
ignoring 
the 


council's previous ceasefire 
or- 


ders and calls upon all countries 
to use their influence to end the 
fighting or at least to keep it from 
spreading. 


The 
American 
resolution 
ob- 


viously was 
aimed 
directly 
at 


Russia, since most of the world's 
non-Communist countries already 
are doing everything they can to 
stop the North Korean invasion of 
South Korea. 


The Soviet resolution, 
on 
the 


other hand, was not even consid- 
ered seriously by the council ma- 
jority, even though Soviet Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Jakob 
Malik, 


this 
month's council 
president, 


filed it under the heading of peace- 
ful settlemen tof the Korean ques- 
tion. 


The Soviet proposal 
in 
effect 


would have the council call off its 
efforts to drive the North Koreans 
back to the 38th parallel and leave 
the Communists in control of all 
but the Southern tip of 
Korea. 


Then, under the Soviet plan, peace 
talks .would begin.

all right "Yes," she said, "But

When she was only a quarter 


mile out, she had been asked

Fatigue, to Be Retired

A Fifth U. S. Air Force Base in 


Korea —(IP)— Leaves from a war 
reporter's notebook: 


Moe, America's 
most 
veteran 


combat dog, has been r e t i r e d 
from the air wars by old age and 
battle fatigue. 


The peppery little 
black 
and 


white mongrel has spent six years 
with the air force. He was 
first 


picked up in Australia by Lt. Jack 
Coghlan of Longview, Texas, 
and 


later flew 25 combat missions in 
the Second World War 
standing 


in the catwalk of a D o u g l a s 
Havoc bomber. 


In the years since then Moe has 


lived on practically every air base 
in the Pacific and 
had 
half 
a 


dozen or 
more 
owners. He is 


known by name to hundreds of 
airmen in the Far East. S i n c e 
coming to Korea his duties have 
been strictly limited to ground ob- 
servation and security patrols. 


"He won't make 
any m o r e 


missions," said his present owner, 
Sgt. 
Daniel Kinney, San Francis- 


co. "He's really got combat 
fa- 


tigue — he shakes all over now 
every time he goes up in a plane." j 


But Moe doesn't like war on the i 


ground much better. The soldiers! 
sometimes tease him by pointing1 
their carbines at him. Each time! 
Moe barks worriedly until the fun I 
is put away. 
| 


Moe wears Sft. 
Kinney's 
dog 


tags and there is a deep and real 
attachment between them. At the! 
sergeant's command Moe will sit! 
up, roll over, shake hands, speak' 
or retrieve anything from a rock 
to a baseball bat. 


His greatest enemy is a tattered 


stuffed monkey that hangs 
from 


a wall and bears the sign "spe- 
cialists on gorilla warfare."

Marines Plan 
to Call Up 
80,000 Men 


Washington, Aug. 8 — (/P)— The 


fighting marines are digging deep 
into their existing manpower re- 
sources and may call soon for au- 
thority to expand. 


The corps announced plans yes- 


terday to call up all their 80,000 
volunteer reserves. This will give 
them an active strengtn'of 200,000 
—and mobilization down to 
just 


about as far as they can go now. 


However, Chairman Vtason '(D- 


Ga) of the house armed service 
committee said he expects a re- 
quest from the defense depart- 
ment in January for another mili- 
tary appropiration including $500,- 
000,000 to increase marine corps 
strength. 


And Rep. 
Mansfield 
(D-Mont) 


told the house yesterday that the 
corps should be kept permanently 
at a minimum of 300,000 men. 


"The attempts which have been 


made to whittle the corps down to 
a guard outfit, through appropria- 
tions, must be stopped once and 
for all," Mansfield said.
